Commerce Redfield, stirred by criti- 
cism of his inquiry into the steamer 
Eastland disaster, by local public offi- 
cials, declared today that, he would 
made a thorough investigation of the 
entire United States steamboat ner- 
vice, if proper charges against Indi- 
vidual inspectors or departments ar» 
filed. Tbe secretary said both he and 
the federal officials, whose duty it 
was to "give a square deal to all,"" had 
not been prejudiced, and had "not 
been given a chance" by Chicago offi- 
cials and others. 


Follow O'Hara's Demands. 


The statement inado by the secre- 
tary followed a demand by Lieutenant 
Governor O'Hara, acting governor of 
lllniois, that the federal inquiry be 
widened "to cover every activity of 
the United States steamboat service 
during the last fifteen years.'.' 


Allen Thurman, solicitor of the de- 


partment of commerce, replied to the 
acting governor's request in a heated 
speech, in which he said, "It. cannot 
be done. It is impossible—this re- 
quest of the lieutenant governor. The 
statute does not allow it." 


Secretary Redfield adjourned the in- 
quiry until ten o'clock Monday morn- 
ing and said that before that time a 
meeting would be held as Lieutenant 
Governor O'Hara had suggested to 
consider ways and means for widen- 
ing the investigation. 


After detailing the manner in which 


he came to be connected with the in- 
quiry as a member of the civilian ad- 
visory committee and stating he was 
acting as a representative of labor in- 
terests, at Secretary Redfield's re- 
quest, Lieutenant Governor O'Harti 
said: 


"It may be that the highest monu- 


ment we can construct to the memory 
of the Eastland dead will consist of 
revised laws covering the United 
States steamboat inspection service. 
"It took th.e death of hundreds of 
persons to render safe Chicago thea- 
tres, and it is my purpose in suggest- 
ing this new inquiry to do the same 
thing for lake boat passengers," con- 
tinued the lieutenant governor. He 
requested the public and press of Chi- 
cago refrain from judging the case 
previously. 


Probe Boat's Stability. 


The federal grand jury Investigating 
the capsizing of tbe steamer Eastland 
in the Chicago river Saturday, sought 
evidence relating to the stability ot 
the vessel when it convened today. 
One of the first witnesses called be- 
fore the jury was S. J. Jenks, Port 
Huron, Michigan, member of the firm 
which constructed the vessel. 
Before the day is over United States 
District Attorney Charles F. Clyne ex- 
pects to present evidence showing the 
history of the boat, and the knowledge 
of the owners of its "crankiness."

Two fine wires run frofn 
the house to the mail box post and 
these are wound around the pulleys. 
Posts are located, one at the 
road- 
side and the other at the 
houfie. A 
.small cog wheel at the roadside end 
and a second similar wheel at tlio 
house, which is adjusted to a larger 
wheel with a crank attachment, com- 
pletes the equipment except for the 
poles 
planted at regular 
intervals 
that support the wires. 
. When the mail is delivered in the 
mail .box, the carrier usually moves 
the box a bit and the noise attracts 
the owner, who immediately turns 
the crank on the larger wheel and up 
swings the box from its resting place 
a half mile away as easily as though 
propelled by some electrical machine. 
Between the house and the roadside 
the wires are supported by some twen- 
ty small poles, light ones, to each of 
which is a pulley through which the 
wires pass.' The system resembles .a 
miniature street car system with the 
trolly pole conducting the power to 
the -motor.

Old-fashioned 
honesty 
and 
new- 
fashioned ethics are not always in 
harmony, and because of this fact the 


andard of morality is often disap- 
'•nttag. 
The alge in which we live Is to quite 


an extent a superficial age, and much 
that passes-for genuine, will not bear 
close inspection. 
An age of profes- 


sion, but frequently lacking in pos- 
session. 


When the great steamer Eastland, 


docked In Chicago, the other night, 
she professed to be seaworthy, but 
when she rolled over like a barrel, the 
next morning, and more than a thou- 
•sand precious lives were sacrificed, 
it was discovered that the boat was a 
sham. 


The boat was an inanimate thing, 
but the investigation now going on 
is to place responsibility, and if pos- 
sible convict and punish the guilty 
parties, poor satisfaction at best, ex- 
cept as It may tend to prevent simi- 
lar tragedies. 


The boat was a sham, but back of 
it was a line of human shams, who 
professed to be performing faithful 
service, but who through Ignorance 
or carelessness were negligent in 
"duty. 
.It is interesting to note that Secre- 


tary Redfleld, a member of the presi- 
dent's cabinet, attempts to claim that 
the government inspection service is 
In no way to blame. The highest au- 
thority, which passes upon applica- 
tions and grants licenses, and which 
is not interested in monetary consid- 
eration. 
It is easy to understand how vessel 


owners. In 
their 
greed 
to 
make 


money, might attempt 
to misrepre- 
sent, and make all kinds of state- 
ments as to safety, but the Inspection 
service is supposed to be 
a 
cold 
blooded service, destitute of 
senti- 


ment, and employed to protect the 
public. The license for any kind .of a 
water craft carries with it a guaran- 
tee from the highest authority in the 
-land. The people have confidence in 
it, and accept it without thought or 
question, as they have a right to do. 


The captain may be punished for 
neglect and the owners for greed, but 
responsibility for the tragedy is with 
the government, and we, the people, 
are a part of it. The men who serve 
us are our servants, and If they are 
negligent in duty, we are guilty. 
This may seem like' a wholesale 


charge, and It is. The same princi- 
ple applies to every department of 
life, where we employ men to repre- 
,sent us, be they inspectors or officials 
'elected to administer 
government. 


When the Slocum foundered in the 


New York harbor, and hundreds "of 
women and children went to sudden 
death, the inspection service was held 
accountable, and for years afterwards 
the docks of Staten Island were lined 
with condemned boats. 


The most, that can be expected of 
the "Eastland" investigation, is simi- 
lar action. The lake boats which are 
not safe should 
be condemned at 


once, and inspectors who have been 
derelict in duty should be promptly 
removed from service, whether heads 
of departments or subordinates. 


Honesty means more than simply 


the observance of lair. Comparatively 
few of us are violators of the criminal 
icode, not because we fear it, but be- 
cause we respect it. We have no de: 
sire to 'rob a bank or steal a horse, 
and the most of us are not troubled 
with the soul mate microbe. 


But the most of us find it more diffi- 
cult to, observe the moral code, so 
closely allied to the longer list known 
as the "unwritten law; which'has so 
much to do with both'reputation and 
character. 


We do not 
steal our neighbor's 


house, or run away with his wife, hut 
it is so easy to covet his possessions 
•that we look with longing eyes, filled 
with the spirit of envy and covetous- 
ness, and ready to take advantage of 
him at every corner, in spite of the 
command, "Thou Bhalt not covet." 
We find it easy to honor our 'father 


and mother during the years of de- 
pendence, aad just as easy to neglect 
•tjL-^ when the age of the "sear and 


leaf" .has made them depend- 


grandseiild not deliberately

tions suffer untold injury. 


These are the little things which 
Mr. Lowell had 
in mind, when he

stealing," by whatever name it may 
be called. 


A couplet in an old-time school 
reader made this distinction, when it 
said: 
"It is a sin to steal a pain," 
"But 'tis a greater to steal a po- 
. tater." 


And many of us have adopted the 


sentiment and are content to be 
known as little sinners. 


We belong to the white liar class, 


and are too good to associate with the 
black liar class. 
AJ distinction with- 


out a difference. We admire a man 
that can steal a railroad more than a 
man who can beat us in a horse trade. 
We denounce Rockefeller and Morgan 
for the great wealth they have ac- 
cumulated, and envy 
them in the 
same breath. 
The only reason why 


the most of us are not magnates is 
because we lack the ability. 
The most of us are honest, as the 


term is generally used. We pay our 
debts and enjoy the confidence of the 
community where we live, but if we 
have a chance to get on the soft side 
of a conductor and beat the railroad 
company, 
our conscience fails 
to 


trouble us because we regard the road 
as a soulless corporation, which stola 
the right of way and most of the 
equipment. 


We believe that the church is a 


good thing in the town, and want the 
women and children to enjoy its influ- 
ence, but there our moral support 
stops, and financial aid is not very 
cheerfully accorded. 


Someone said, a long time ago, that 


consistency is a Jewel, and it is, yet 
so rare that but few of us possess it. 
Another gem, equally rare, is honesty 
with ourselves.

Why-Thoy End In a Sharp Point-.ntl 


Not ln-« Knob. 


The- reason a lightning rod has a 


sharp point is because a fine point of- 
fers no resistance to the discharge of 
electricity and In order that a cloud 
may be emptied of-It noiselessly and 
harmlessly. 


The degree of resistance Is-ln propor- 


tion to the surface of the object. If 
the rod were surmounted by a knob, 
for instance, the discharge .Trould be 
violent But'many a lightning rod has 
received an electrical discharge when 
the people in the building below- were 
calmly unconscious of the fact Non- 
corrosive metal is used for the point of 
the rod, as corrosion makes resistance. 


The difference between a point and a 


-ball Is shown in discharging a battery. 
The'full charge from a large battery 
would be received quietly on a metal 
point,, while a moderate charge from a 
small one would explode violently on a 
•ball; 


It is said that a full charge may be 


passed harmlessly through a person's 
body if received on the point of a nee- 
dle, whereas the same ch*ge received 
on a discharger with a ball or knob on 
the end would mean instant death.—
